For example, it is qu ite generally b e­ 
lieved that the referendu m has worked 
satisfactorily and will in the State of 
Oregon. 
On the other hand, it is b e­ 
lieved with equ al sincerity and with 
equ al generality that tht* system of ref­ 
erendu m of constitu tional qu estions in 
New York, where it has b een In effect 
for u pwards of 50 years, has work 
ineffectively and b adly. 
Shou ld the 
national Repu b lican who lives in New 
York b e read ou t of his party b ecau se 
he declines to nccept the referendu m 
as the b est remedy tt) cu re the ab u ses 
of popu lar government in b is own 
state? 
The stru ctu re of ou r federal govern­ 
ment is wholly different from that of 
any of these state« . 
Whereas most 
of them ore su ffering from a complex­ 
ity of system which makes reform ill 
their stru ctu ral machinery ab solu te­ 
ly necessary, In the stru ctu re of the 
federal government we have retained 
the simplicity Institu ted b y the fa­ 
thers, 
Instead of electing su ch a vast 
nu mb er of pu b lic officers as to make 
an Intelligent choice impossib le to the 
average voter and thu s compel him to 
su rrender his power to the profession­ 
al politician, we have in the national 
government retained the short b allot 
system in its simplicity and elect only 
ou r president and congressman. 
We 
have great prob lems b efore u s, b u t 
they u ro tlie su b stantive prob lems of 
applying the national power to the wel­ 
fare of ou r varied people and to the 
regu lation 
of 
ou r 
newly-developed 
giant indu stries. 
The prob lem of re­ 
forming the political stru ctu re of the 
government, of ob taining more ade­ 
qu ate machinery for registering the 
people’s will, which Is so pressing in 
'ou r states and In ou r cities, is mu ch 
less important in the domain of the 
federal government. 
It therefore only 
confu ses and distracts to drag Into a 
national campaign the preju dices and 
Shib b oleths which have arisen in the 
contests of the different states. 
Mr. 
Taft’s administration mu st b e ju dged 
b y the attitu de with which ho 
has 
approached and the su ccess that he 
lifts attained in dealing with these na­ 
tional prob lems, and not according to 
the views which any of u s may hold 
u pon these local qu estions of state ma­ 
chinery. 
The Jud icial Recall. 
Among the remedies 
which 
have 
b een thu s discu ssed In ou r different 
states is the recall. 
The only appli­ 
cation of this remedy to the national 
government which has b een proposed, 
has b een to apply it to the Federal 
Ju diciary. 
As to this 1 only wish to 
say that I am thorou ghly in accord 
with the position taken b y Mr. Taft. I 


u m wholly opposed to the proposition 
to recall the Federal Ju dge. The Fed­ 
eral Ju diciary has b een the choicest 
flower of ou r entire Ju dicial system. 
Mr Bryce, in his “American Common­ 
wealth,’’ has said: 
“There is no part of the American 
system which reflects more credit on 
its au thors or b u s worked b etter in 
practice.” 
It is tru e that the Ameri­ 
can Ju dge, In Ids right to pass u pon 
constitu tional qu estions, wields u tre­ 
mendou s political power, and it is tru e 
that that power has b een Hometlrm : 
ab u sed. It is tru e that the ju dge, like 
other pu b lic officers, is. In a b road 
sense, the servant of the people, and 
that In exercising this political power 
b is cou rse mu st b e u ltimately deter­ 
mined b y the matu red and delib erate 
conclu sions of the people in framing 
the fu ndamental law oi the land. Bu t 
there aro b etter ways of accomplish­ 
ing this necessary resu lt of b ringing 
the ju dge into accord with the enlight­ 
ened conscience of the people as ex- 
pr*e: scd in its constitu tion than b y 
dragging him down into tho welter of 
politic.» . 
Ou r experience 
h m 
ab u n­ 
dantly shown that, u nder the inflvw¥ e 
(ri honest, ko< n and u nsparing oriti 
clsm of his decisions,—criticism su ch 
h h Mr Lincoln rendered to the Drod 
Scott decision and su ch as Mr. Roose­ 
velt has rendi red to some of the reac­ 
tionary deci.-,ion < of ou r own times— 
this resu lt can eventu ally b e accorri 
pllshed.

President Keeps His Promises. 
Fou r years ago, in his speech of ac­ 
ceptance of the nomination for presi­ 
dent. Mr. Taft ou tlined the relation 
whlcji he deemed his administration 
shou ld su stain to that of his predeces­ 
sor. 
His position was carefu lly and 
delib erately taken, and it was taken 
with tho thorou gh approval and delib ­ 
erate endorsement of Mr. Roosevelt. 
Ill that rpeoeh Mr. Taft said: 
“We shou ld b e b lind to the ordinary 
, working of hu man natu re if w© did not 
recognize that tho moral standards set 
b y President Roosevelt will not con­ 
tinu e to b e ob served b y those whom 
cu pidity and n desire 
for 
financial 
power may tempt, u nless the requ isite 
machinery is introdu ced into the law 
which shall, In its practical operation, 
m a i n t a i n these standards and secu re 
the cou ntry against a departu re from 
them. 
“The chief fu nction of the next nd- 
mltiU tration, in my Ju dgment, is dis­ 
tinct from and a progressive develop­ 
ment of that which has b een perform­ 
ed b y President Roosevelt. The chief 
fu nction of the next administration is 
to c o m p l e t e and perfect the machinery 
b y which these standards 
may 
he 
maintained, b y which the law-b reak­ 
ers may b e promptly restrained and 
pu nished, b u t which shall operate with 
su fficient accu racy and dispatch to in­ 
terfere with legitimate b u siness as lit­ 
tle u b possib le.”

The resu lts of this delib erate self- 
ab negation are shown In the great leg 
islativo and constru ctive accomplish­ 
ments of his term. 
Is It fair now to 
criticise him b ecau se, in faithfu lly car­ 
rying ou t this pledge of fou r years 
ago, 
in performing this vitally u sefu l 
thou gh inconspicu ou s work,—ho 
has 
not dominated the 
pu b lic 
attention 
with dramatic display? 
Fu rthermore, in tho Interest excited 
b y new methods of reform we mu st 
never forget that It is even moro

portant to preserve the groat b ody of 
ou r laws and traditions which have 
grown u p u nder and which emb ody 
the conclu sions of tho wisest and the 
pu rest and the b est men of ou r b is 
tory mb to what is necessary for the 
preservation of. .lib erty., and, order and, 
Ju stice. 
It is no slight thing to con 
tlnu o that greatest lino 
of 
progress 
which consists in tho continu ed eleva­ 
tion of the standards and the morals 
of the pu b lic service. 
No change In 
the methods or machinery of govern­ 
ment, no enactment of reform legis­ 
lation, Is of equ al consequ ence In com­ 
parison with having the ideals of the 
whole people continu e to move u p­ 
ward. 
For, u nless you keep the stan­ 
dards and Ideals of the people u p to 
the laws, you csnnot enforce those 
laws. 
Mr. Taft’s standards of admin­ 
istration, like those of Mr. Roosevelt, 
have b een constantly towards pu rity 
and elevation In ou r pu b lic service 
and ou r pu b lic life. 
With great pa­ 
tience, with u nswerving cou rage, with 
ab solu te disinterestedness, In these ex 
citab le times when men’s minds are 
fu ll o f a readiness for criticism and a 
desire for experiment, he has carried 
on the b u rden of administration and 
has carried It forward. 
It will oe a 
reflection u pon ou r own power of 
fair-minded and candid Ju dgment if 
we do riot recognize the merit, at well 
as the difficu lty of that achievement 
now.
